You and the Director may be interested in following details 
re The American Legion National Convention, Minneapolis, Minnesota, -August 20-27, 
1959. 

I Martin B. McKneally, Newburgh, New York, elected National 
Commander. He is completely cooperative, extremely pro-FBI and will be of 
great assistance. He and other Legion officials have requested I serve as Chairman 
of the National Public Relations Commission during the coming year. The Director 
has approved this. McKneally paid courtesy call on Director July, 1959, .and 
expressed desire to assist FBI. Suggested letter to McKneally attached. 

RESOLUTIONS: 



Seventeen resolutions at convention commending Director and FBI. 
These coordinated into one resolution which passed unanimously. This matter fully 
coordinated with FBI Headquarters to extent that friendly members of press given 
copies of resolution; Press Division of Legion gave news release concerning 
resolution to wire services and local press in Minneapolis^' Dave Sentner, Hearst . 
newspapers, whom I spent considerable time with in Minneapolis, mentioned this j) ( 
resolution in his news releases to Hearst newspaper chain. pijvl \ v 

Other resolutions concerned condemnation of movie industry, ' 
particularly independent producers for palliative attitude toward communists. 
Ben Kahane, Vice President, Motion Picture Producers Association, spent five 
days in Minneapolis appearing before various Legion groups urging that no 
condemnation be made of movie industry because of ensuing bad publicity. Resolution 
passed regardless. Strong resolution passed condemning Avery Brundage for soft 
attitude towards Red China in forthcoming Olympics. A resolution calling for 
passage of bombing legislation, giving FBI jurisdiction, was unanimously rejected.

Most controversial resolution was. one involving pending .Khrushchev 
visit. State Department had three representatives at conve nHnn whn attpmntpri 

to have this resolution squashed. One State representative J | 

called his superiors in Washington and'requested that Vice President mxon oe 
warned of the resolution so that he would strongly bring out in his speech certain 
facts which would indicate this resolution unwise. This action brought up publicly 
before Foreign Relations Commission and bitter debate ensued. State Department 
representativ es denied that l I had taken this action but later apologized 



admitting that | | had done this. This made State Department look bad in eyes 

of Legion. 

Strong resolution passed calling attention to danger of Fidel Castro 
governm ent in Cuba. Legion calls for Am erican public to be constantly alert to 
this danger. 

VICE PRESIDENT RICHARD M. NECON: 

Vice President Nixon arrived at convention night of August 24, 
1959. He had breakfast with 20 top officials of the Legion, including myself, at 
6:30 AM, August 25. I afterwards accompanied him back to his suite, expressedthe 
Director's regards and the iact that the Director had specifically instructed me to be 
of any possible assistance, to the Vice President. He expressed appreciation and 
mentioned several times his high respect and close friendship for and with the 
. Director. The Vice President's speech went over exceptionally weU and there is no 
[doubt but what he gained considerable prestige with the Legion resulting from his 
actions at the convention. 

Senator Lyndon Johnson also at convention. I had occasion to express 
Director's respects while presiding over convention during time Johnson was, on 
platform. Former President Harry Truman cancelled his appearance before 
convention at last minute. 



NEWSPAPER REPRESENTATIVES: 

Ed Mowery, Newark Star Ledger, Jim Lucas of Scripps Howard chain, 
Dave Sentner of Hearst chain, were among close friends attending convention. 
Opportunities were afforded for Messrs. Hanning and myself to be of considerable 
assistance to these men. The New York Times had representative there fuU time. 
He was, thrown out of Americanism Commission meetings on four different occasions.

Seminar held 4m Minneapolis* Office, clerical employees and 
Agents jointly attending 8:30 AM;> August 25; This -meeting lasted Ll/2 hours 
and numerous questions asked indicating, excellent morale on part of Minneapolis 
personnel. These employees reflected la' "hungryr attitude" to know more about 
our activities. Separate memo beirig submitted re brief , spot check of Minneapolis 
Office. SAC Williams and ASAC Handley, were of assistance during convention. 
Suggested letter to SAC Williams attached. 

In addition to being appointed. Chairman of the Legion s National 
Public Relations. Commission, I additionally was elected President of the Past 
National Vice Commanders' organization. The latter assignment will, of course, 
require ho time and is merely an organization, of all past National Vice Commanders 
who meet once a year.at the National Convention. at an annual banquet.

Rape is defined generally as the carnal knowledge of a female 
forcibly and against her will. All the states include provisions in their statutes 
to define as rape also carnal knowledge of a female who In considered tofty oung-. 
to be capable of c onsentin g, and these latter types of case « are referred to as 

IstatuTOy^pe, Tie age of consenTeilaBlished by the several states varies 
widely Th£"was recognized by the Committee on Uniform Crime Records of 

'the International Association of Chiefs of Police (IACP) in the original study 
(Uniform Crime Reports manual, page 195). The IACP in their original work 
recognized that the data would be of limited value for comparison purposes. 
They also pointed out that relatively few of the statutory cases come to the 
attention of the police and that, therefore, the rape figures cannot be accepted 
as indicating the number of offenses committed. Despite these limitations, the 
offense of statutory rape was included because of the serious nature of the 
offense. g%f

Difficultie s Encountered: - 1 ^

We have had a great many difficulties in promoting a high degree 
of uniformity in .the rape figures collected and published because of the inclusio- 
of statutory>ape. Our contacts with the police about the country in crime 
reporting matters, has lead us to the conclusion that forcible rapes are brought 
to the attention of the authorities with reasonable regularity since, the crime 
involves a violent assault upon a female. On the other hand, police generally 
feel that «»a»nt™>v cjtenmes (nofojxeuaed, ylrtipi \wd$r a ff* nf pn *lflfttt' 
for the m<£t jSh iSot : toought timJSSSAsffSnS police unless the victim is 
found to be pregnant and the offender refuses to eater into a marriage agreement. 
Police authorities agree there are untold numbers of vioUtiensiof statutory rape 
involving ah adult Male awl a Juvenile female that are never brought to the

Rnnald H. Beattle^ Chief of the Bureau of Criminal Statistics^ 
for the State of California at Sacramento, in the 1*956 publication "Crime in 
California" mentions* that the Uniform Crime Reports,™ eludes statutory rape 
and~ob3erves that this particular type of offense is certainly not one which is 

'"ijiiscussed thes« matters with the late Bruce Smith aid he stated 
that the critics oFthis subject Had some reasonable basis for their position. 
.He indicated that statutory rap? was included in the beginning with some misgiving. 
He felt that it would not be wis*, however, to make minor changes in the crime 
'reporting program from time (o time, but that when an over -all survey was made 
I all such changes could be made at one time so that the inconvenience and 
I incomparability with prior data would be reduced to a minimum. 

Life Magazine: 

The famous Life magazine article in the September 9, 1957, issue 
was critical of the Uniform Crime Reporting program and one of the points 
raised by Dr. Sellin during an interview with him was statutory rape. He 

\felt that it was undesirable as a part of the rape classification for the reasons 
indicated above. At this time it was decided to engage a consultant committee 

'on Uniform Crime Reporting to make an over -all study of the program and it 
would therefore be an appropriate time to change the rape classification. On 
the instructions of Mr. Nichols, I contacted all members of the Committee on 
Uniform Crime Records of the IACP in September, 1957, and they voted to 
eliminate from the^ape category statutory offenses beginning January 1, 1958. 

The recommended action of the IACP was taken and a notice 
(copy enclosed) sent to all agencies participating in the crime reporting program.

Uniform Crime Reporting 



"RAPE" changed to "FORCIBLE RAPE 



Beginning January I, 1958, the reporting of rapes 



under the Uniform Crime Reporting program is to be limited 
to forcible rapes. This means that "offenses known" data 
for rapes will include only forcible rapes . The new rape 
classification {number two on the forms J will read "FORCIBLE 
RAPE" on the forms sent to contributors, beginning with 
those for January, 19$3* 

Offenses of statutoru rape will no longer be 
reported under the Uniform Crime Reporting program. However, 
arrests for statutoru rape will be counted in classification 
14, Sex Offenses, which appears on the Return C and Age, 
Sex and Race of Persons Arrested forms. 

Contributors are requested to make a note of this 
change on their instructions, ax>rk papers, supplies and the 
like. It is particularly important that this change in classi- 
fication be made by contributors on present supplies of the 
Consolidated Daily Report and Consolidated Monthly Report which 
are furnished free of charge by the FBI for local use.

It should be emphasized that under present policy excluding 
statutory rape from the crime index the only type of inci dent that is excluded 
is the purely voluntary Intercourse between a 17 yea r old female r for example^ 
I \ and an 18 year old male wherein no threats, intimidation or violence of any 
\\ l and was resort e dlo iby the male and the entire incident willingly consented _ 
I* to py bom parties.. This is the "statutory" rape that is excluded because of 
q the vast number of such incidents that doubtlessly secretly occur without police 

being formally advised of them, and also because the legal age of consent 
1V| varies from 16 to 18 among the states. 

^ On the other hand, had this 17 year old girl in the above 

1 * case been intimidated, threatened , or assaulted in any manner whatsoever 
in order to induce her to submit to the advances ol the male the incident

The increased productivity of the stenographers la your 
division it cnrnmcndihie; Ixmnr, the low productivity of the typists 
must be improved upon and you should follow this matter closely. 

The fact that Myan agents assigned to your division ware 
rated by the stenographers as lees than "very good" aa to dictation 
ability is most alarming* You must take steps necessary to determine 
the weaknesses of these agents and make sure that an Immediate 
improvement is noted. 

One of the agents assigned to your office and three agents 
assigned to the Crime Raeeareh Section have been acting in supervisory 
. capacities for an extended period of time but you have not submitted 
recommendations for their permanent assignments to such positions* It 
is not the usual practice to delay recommendations for filling position ■ 
for such a length of time and you ahould submit your recommendations 
immediately* 

The analysis of errors attributable to personnel of your 
division indicates a alightiy higher iaddence of error in mail from your 
dlviaion than from the Seat of Government as a whole. Also, it has been 
noted that for the period prior to the current inspection the average, number 
of letters of censure per month charged to your division was higher than 
that for the period prior to the previous inspection. Emphasis niust be 
placed upon complete elimination of errors. It Is encouraging, however, 
to note that during the last six months awards and commendations received 
by personnel of your division were more than double the number of censures 
received. This indicates a desirable trend and you should continue to be 
alert to recommend commendation when it is justified.

He appears to have 
an overwhelming desire to excel in all respects. He makes a good contact man and 
at all times is alert to further the Bureau's interests. Censure recommended for 
DeLoach because of defeatist attitude displayed by him in checking the Uniform Crime 
Reports Mailing List. If approved, the attached letter summarizing the inspection 
findings censures him.

2. Robert E. Wick, Number One Man, GS-16 @ $14,190, nonveteran, 
not on probation. Mr. Wick has considerable ability as a contact man. He is a 
hard worker, quick thinker and a loyal, enthusiastic supporter of the Bureau. He 
manifests great interest in his work and is thoroughly familiar with the importance 
to the Bureau of the work he is doing. During the inspection he was the subject of a 
substantive write-up involving the delay of more than 3 hours in routing 2 important 
items of correspondence from Mr. DeLoach 1 s Office to the Director's Office. It is 
recommended that he be given a letter of censure for this delay. If approved. 
Administrative Division will handle. It is also recommended that he be continued in 
his present assignment. 



3. It is recommended that the Crime Research Section be divided 
into 2 sections; one of which will consist of the present Correspondence Unit 
(approximately half the personnel now in the section) and the other section to be 
composed of other units now in this section.

#1 and 2 men, #3 man, Division front office, has been acting as such since November 16, 
1959, and Sl'man, Crime Research, acting since 11/16/59, and #2 man, same Section, 
and Chief, Correspondence Unit, have been acting in this capacity since December, 1959, 
and have not been recommended for these positions. Mr. : DeLoach states he will consider 
recommendations following inspection. Steno production (4-day survey), 3. 02 pages per 
hour - good. Typist production, 1. 84 - low; combined production 2. 75 (entire Seat of 
Government (SOG) 2.36).

Pursuant to the Director 1 s instructions, I represented the FBI at the-p* 1 ^ 
captioned meeting this afjternoon. This action was taken in response to the invitation 
received from Judge Horace S. Bellf atto, Juvenile and Domestic Relations Court, 
Newark, New Jersey! "* — ~— 

Upon meeting the nine judges and two on-lookers and sitting down around 
the conference table, it was noted the air was very tense and the situation very formally 
stacked against us. Judge bellfatto. the Chairman, led off by stating his organization 

'had serious misgivings about the constant criticism leveled at it by Mr. Hoover. He 
stated it was for this purpose that Mr. Hoover, or his representative, had been invited 
to attend this meeting. He added that invitations had been extended to the Director for 
approximately ten years straight, however, this was the first time the Director had seen 

k fit to honor such requests. I answered Judge Bellfatto by pointing out Mr. Hoover* s 
declination of their invitations should not be taken as a personal affront, but that the 

jpressure of his schedule and heavy commitments simply would not allow him to accept 

jthe many invitations he was extended constantly. 

Judge Qhauncey M. Depug, President Judge, 39th Judicial District,

Re: National Council of Juvenile Court Judges 

I asked Mr. Depuy if he personally knew the Director 1 s specific 
philosophy with respect to lowering the maximum age for juvenile offenders. He stated 
he only knew what the papers had reflected. I told him I would appreciate him listening 
to me carefully so there would be no doubt in his mind in the future about this matter. 
I then pointed out to Depuy that as a juvenile judge he obviously knew that in many 
instances the perpetrators of serious crimes in the upper juvenile age bracket are being 
shielded because of juvenile-type judicial processes. I told him that Mr. Hoover, based 
upon experience, had very conscientiously pointed out that realism must be the guide to 
effective action. He was told that the Director has often stated that the specific individual: 
who commits a serious crime should be. handled sternly but fairly— regardless of age. 
I mentioned that the nature and seriousness of the crime committed by the offender should 
be the main concern in determining action and that Mr. Hoover had never indicated that 
r the usage of age alone should be a yardstick. 

Depuy quite , sarcastically replied that the juvenile court judges were 
trying to save souls not condemn them to life in prison. I told him that while he was 
saving souls he should give a little consideration for the preservation of society. 

The Chairman, recognizing that the argument was becoming somewhat 
violent, stated that the next subject should be taken up. 

Judge Ketcham stated he was seriously concerned with statistics. He 
stated that Mr. Hoover, in publishing the arrest statistics. of juveniles, should also 
publish adjudication statistics. He added that the police. arrest many juveniles who never 
reach juvenile courts and that the statistics based upon arrests give a black eye to 
juvenile court judges because accompanying adjudication statistics are not given and, 
therefore, do not reflect the swift and stern action taken by. the juvenile courts. 

I told Judge Ketcham we were not familiar with " swift and stern" action— 
that a lack of this seemed to be the root of their troubles. He was then told of the 
governing regulations of the Uniform Crime Reporting program and the fact that the FBI 
does not have the responsibility of reporting juvenile court adjudication statistics. I told 

I Judge Ketcham that it had been Mr. Hoover* s experience that in some instances juvenile 
court judges refuse to allow police the benefit of adjudication statistics. I then asked him 
on how many occasions within the past three years he had submitted adjudication statistics 
to the Metropolitan police or to the newspapers. He either could not or refused to answer 
that question. 

! I then stated that the juvenile court judges should not blame Mr. Hoover or 
the FBI for their own failure in publishing the exploits or inefficiencies of their own courts. 
Fudge Bellfatto inquired if this was not a matter of legislation. I told him that it perhaps 
may be, but that it was not an administrative matterfor the FBI to be injected into.

JudgeJ Sd wln A. Henry, Senior Judge, Juvenile and Domestic Court, 
Norfolk, Virg inia, stated he had no quarrel whatsoever with the FBI but that he felt at 
times the police were falsifyingiheir statistics. I told him if he had any specific 
.. examples the Director would be most happy to bring. these facts to the attention of the 
I [International Association of Chiefs of. Police. He stated he'had.none, that it was 
J ([supposition on his part. He quickly added he had no quarrel whatsoever with the FBI, 
that he had been a law enforcement officer himself for nineteen years and that he had 
received excellent cooperation from the FBI on a continuous basis. He stated that he 
knew he would be somewhat frowned upon by his group, however, he wished to make it 
a matter of record that he firmly believed in many of Mr. Hoover's policies concerning 
juveniles. 

Judge Ketcham mentioned that the above statements brought up one of 
his pet peeves, that of the publication of names of juvenile offenders.. I told him that I 
was glad he brought up this subject, that I had noted his opposition to such publication 
on many occasions and that this represented an excellent time for the both of US' to lay 
our facts on the table. He then requested that Mr*. Hoover's philosophy in this regard 
be given to the group. I told him I would like to make the following; specific points why 
the names of vicious youthful hoodlums, should be published: (1) The citizens of any 
community have at right to know the identity of individuals, regardless of age, who 
threaten their rights, lives and property; (2), The publication of names is an effective 
deterrent to youthful crime; (3) Anonymity encourages the youthful criminal' urhis 
escapades; (4). The Publication of names of hardened juvenile offenders often causes 
negligent parents to take an interest in their youngsters and work with the proper 
authorities to prevent future criminal occurrences; (5) Publication of names protects 
the reputation of innocent juveniles; and lastly I stated that a most important point was 
< the fact that publication of names enables the public to evaluate the handling of offenders 
l( by juvenile authorities.

Judge Ketcham stated that some of these points were correct, however, 
he did not agree with all of them. He stated he personally felt that publication of 

0 juveniles names gave them personally desired publicity and' that afterwards these same 
individuals, in order to gain added popularity in the press, committed further crimes. 
I told Judge Ketcham that if the proper treatment was meted out in the first instance there 
was little likelihood of repetition on a continuing basis. He replied in a somewhat 
sarcastic manner that Chairman Jim Davis of .the Congressional Committee handling the 
District of Columbia Juvenile Court felt the same way. Ketcham then added with some- 
what of a smirk, "people call Congressman Davis 'judge' and I think he was.some sort 
of a small town judge in Georgia. " I told Judge Ketcham that JimJJavis was a very good 
friend of the FBI and had been a personal ir lend of mine over the years, consequently, 
I could not share his sarcasm for him. This rather shut up Ketcham, inasmuch as he 
obviously seeks to gain Judge Davis' approval for appropriations and added judgeships.

Judge P. P. HowelL_l £, , Juvenile and Domestic Relations Court, 
[ Tampa. Florida, s tated thathe at.times had resented Mr. Hoover* s public utterances 
(because these statements represented condemnation of all juvenile court judges. I 
told Judge Howell that his assertions were unbelievable and somewhat ridiculous. I 
[made the point that "bleeding hearts" in. the probation and parole system had leveled 
the same criticism at Mr. Hoover, however, the Director had never criticized probation 
and parole per se but tothe contrary had criticized the manner in which paroles and 
probations were administered by certain corrupt and inefficient individuals. I told 
Judge Howell that he obviously referred to the fact that some juvenile court judges 
actually feel that the Director, by emphasizing a stern arid fair treatment of vicious 
\ young hoodlums, was actually handicapping the work of juvenile judges. 

I told him that as a matter of fact, Mr. Hoover had been one of the 
strongest supporters in the Nation of the work of juvenile court judges. He and the 
group were told that the Director, in speaking of "softness," "mollycoddling" and the 
term "slaps on the wrist," has never attempted to belittle the work of juvenile judges; 
however, that Mr. Hoover very factually and specifically, based upon his years of 
experience in the field of crime, feltthat in a large number of instances judges have 
been too lenient to hardened young criminals and recidivists. 

I told Judge Howell that to explain further, Mr. Hoover very obviously 
had pointed but time and again that young punks, who should be treated as adult 
11 criminals, had been released again and again only to wreak havoc -upon society. I 
stated that Mr. Hoover was not attacking the system itself but rather the perversion 
of the system by soft-hearted judges who are guided by sentimental reasons instead of 
being starkly realistic. I told the group that rather than being critical they should 
actually express appreciation to Mr. Hoover for alerting the American people to the 
dangers of crime, for making it possible. for the citizenry, city councils and juvenile 
authorities to be cognizant of the problem. I reminded the group that their own personal 
pay checks and promotion of appropriations had no doubt been greatly aided because 
of the Director's statements. 

I then asked Judge Ketcham direct if he would not t be ' willing to admit 
that there were many sentimental minded* "bleeding heart" judges among his group. 
Judge HoweU beat Ketcham in replying and stated he would be the first one to admit 
this point. Judge Bellfatto spoke up and stated that he wantedito express his personal 
appreciation for this expression of Mr. Hoover's philosophy. He stated the matter 
was now cleared up in his mind and we certainly could. expect no criticism from him 
in the future when the Directors statements were issued. Ketcham remained silent.

I. Judge Chauncey Depuy, spoke up and stated he personally felt that 

Mr. Hoover 1 s public statements on juvenile delinquency were grossly misleading 
I and "made by a man very much out' of his field. " I asked him for specifics as to 
llmisleading statements. He countered by> replying that he knew of no factual specifics 
|j where the Director had been in error but strotngly felt that Mr. Hoover had no right 
| to make statements regarding juvenile delinquency; I told him I wanted to once again 
take exception .to his critical remarks and that his very attitude reminded. me of an 
ostrich who had his head in the sand. I pointed out to Judge Depuy that Mr. Hoover* s 
36 years of valuable experience as head of the Nationls leading law enforcement 
organization gave him the right to speak out at any time. I added that the group had 
already been told how.Mr. Hoover' s statements had no doubt been of great assistance 
to them and that it seemed to me that Depuy* s belief would indicate that no individual, 
or the American public as. a whole, 'had a right to criticize inefficiency in groups when 
they saw it. I,told;Depuy that When this country came to such beliefs, r felt certain that 
Mr. Hoover or the men in the FBI would not want to be a part of it. Depuy quickly stated 
he had not meant to infer that he should never be criticized. I told him he might, there- 
Ifore, desire to revise his thinking. 

|. I told Chairman Bellfatto that I desired to bring up certain matters. 

'He had no objection. I then mentioned that there had been considerable conversation 
regarding Uniform Crime Reporting statistics. I asked the group how many of the 
eleven members sitting around the conference table received the annual Bulletin 
Reflecting criminal statistics. They air replied that none of them did. Three of them 
.spoke up and stated they doubted seriously that such statistics were maintained by their 
courts or in their chambers. I told them that they obviously were not in a good position 
Jto criticize crime reporting. Judge Bellfatto spoke up and stated, "The FBI had certainly 
»made a point. '* I told' them that Mr. Hoover would be glad to send them the Uniform Crime 
Reporting releases if they would furnish their names. There was then a scramble to give 
Jme their cards. 



I told them the second point I wanted to make was that from the summary 
of the remarks made during the past^two hours it was quite obvious to me, as an FBI 
representative, that this group was sensitive as to its own failures and, therefore, was 
attempting to strike out blindly, without factual basis, at its so-called "tormentors. " 
I stated it would be- a very excellent thing for the juvenile court judges to closely follow 
^Mr. Hoover* s remarks in the future before leveling criticism of such remarks. 

At this point Judge Ketcham, obviously wishing to call a halt to the session, 
expressed his appreciation for the" Director sending me to this meeting. He stated he 
personally felt a great deal had been learned. All of them stood up and desired to shake 
hands;

(criticisms they had been boiling to 'make, against. the FBI and Mr, Hoover for many 
^years. " 

Judge Bowdon Hu nt* Bartow, Florida, President of the Association of 
Juvenile Court Judges, stated that he deeply appreciated tne chance to "trade blows 
with the FBI," and that he felt the thinking of the group had' been considerably straightened 
out. He added that he would appreciate very much Mr. Hoover allowing me to speak 
before their convention approximately four months from now in Detroit, Michigan. I 
jtold him he should feel free to write the Director in this regard. 

Judge Chauncey Depuy followed me outside and stated that he sincerely 
hoped we would not feel resentful with him for his remarks ,but that he had to get things 
off his chest. He stated he better understood our position now and that he desired to 
call upon us in the future for further conversation. 

Judge Ketcham insisted on seeing me to the door. .When out of ear shot 
of the other members he stated, " Boy, you certainly straightened out the pontifical 
thinking of this group. " He added that he personally had always believed that the 
juvenile court judges had felt themselves above criticism and, therefore, they were 
extremely sensitive at being criticized by anyone else. He stated that he thought the meeting 
hadbeen "most healthy. " Lneedled him a little bit at this. point by stating, "If I could 
^straighten out your thinking alone the meeting would.be considered a success by the FBI. " 



OBSERVATIONS: 

The entire meeting could possibly be summed up by stating this committee 
was perhaps "shocked" into the belief that they are not above criticism and certainly 
vulnerable in some points. It was obvious that the invitation was extended to us for the 
purpose of having a "holiday" at theexpense of the FBI. They did not succeed in doing 
this. I do sincerely think that we converted their thinking to some extent and that we 
should continue to meet with these groups. 

It is further believed that if an invitation is extended for us to speak 
before them that the invitation should be accepted. „ n hr

In connection with the above captioned article which appeared rn the 
Evening Star today, Mr. Wick in Mr. DeLoach's Office advised the idea for this 
article was conceived by SA Thomas W.//Leavitt in the Washington Field Office. 

SA Leavitt advised that the Association of the United States Army (AUSA) 
would hold its annual meeting at the Sheraton-Park Hotel, Washington, D. C. , 
8/8-10/60 and from past experience would probably be covered by representatives 
of the Soviet and Soviet Bloc Country embassies. SA Leavitt thought that an 
interesting feature story concerning the activities of the Soviet bloc representatives 
gathering quantities of material at the AUSA meeting could be unobtrusively obtained 
by a press photographer and that arrangements could be made to identify the Soviet 
bloc personnel in attendance in a discreet fashion to a cooperative representative 
of the press.

In my speech I made > 1 
specific reference to the very proper belief that there should be definite freedom . 
of the press, that this was one of our more predominant freedoms and should 
be fought for. It was pointed out at the same time, however, the press should *> 
never allow itself to be unwittingly used by the communists. The need for straight y 
reporting and not slanted writing or distortion was expressed in the continuing 
theme of what the press could do to fight communism. Examples were pointed out 
such as the million*of words written by some newspapers favoring Castro during 
the period of time he was attempting to unseat Batista. There were, of course; 
no names of newspapers used who had idolized Castro but the audience definitely 
understood that the "New York Times" was responsible for this blunder. The example 
was also used that "The Fair Play For Cuba" committee had paid $3, 500 to a * 
newspaper for the purpose of printing very favorable comments regarding Castro 
only to discover later that the $3, 500 had come from Raul Roa, Jr. , Cuban delegate 
to the United Nations. This, of course, was all pub££$4u^e information and had 
been given considerable publicity in the newspapers as a resttlt of hearingg^eJcU^ 
v by the Senate Internal Security Subcommittee.

Catledge also spoke at great length about the fact the "New York Times 
was never unwittingly used. He stated his paper was most anxious to print "all the 
news fit to print. " To exemplify, he advised his paper eagerly sought Soviet 
propaganda and in fact had a tie line to "Tass" so that they could obtain all the news 
that "Tass" put out in the United States. Catledge f s contradiction of himself brought 
forth a few gasps from the audience and obviously this theory was not accepted. 

Following the talk, a few friends went up to Catledge and pointedly 
asked him "how/filrbert Matthews with the plain unvarnished truth?" Catledge 
turned around and walked off. Another person cornered Catledge and attempted 
to question him about the loss of a half million dollars defamation of character 
suit in Alabama.

Dear Mr, DeLoach: 

I have reviewed the results of the recent inspection of 
the Crime Records Division. The various phases of the operations 
of your Division are-being rated as follows; Physical Condition and 
Maintenance and Personnel Matters - Good; General Operations and 
Administrative Operations - Very Good; Liaison and Contacts - 
Excellent. 

The Inspector noted that some of your space is over- 
crowded and noncontiguous; however, it is well maintained. I realize 
you have previously requested additional space when it became 
available. Until such time as the desirable space is made available, 
you and your entire staff must make every effort to maintain your 
offices in the best possible condition in order that there will occur no 
loss in efficiency and a businesslike atmosphere is maintained. Make 
certain that your pending requests for repairs and improvements are 
given appropriate attention until they are completed. 

I have noted with interest the Inspector's comments 
regarding the accomplishments of the Correspondence and Tours 
Section since its creation as a separate section in March, 1960. The 
handling of substantially Increased volume of correspondence coupled 
with a reduction in delinquency is gratifying; however, the current 
delinquency is still too high and must be reduced.

I do not consider the request which you made during 
the inepection for nine additional employees to be assigned in the 
Correspondence Unit to be Justified at this time. I agree with the 
Inspector that by making certain realignments within the Correspondence 
and Tours Section, certain supervisory and administrative assignments 
should be assumed by the Section Front Office. Such realignment will 
occasion releasing for actual correspondence assignment the maximum 
quota of eamerienced <Agent personnel. Within a section of the size of 
the Correspondence and Tours Section your proposed supervisory 
realignment represents an excessive administrative overhead and is, 
therefore, unjustified In the absence of highly unusual circumstances. 
The Inspector's recommendation for four additional employees is a 
more realistic assessment of personnel needs at this time. You must 
keep in constant and close touch with the adequacy of personnel in the 
Correspondence Unit and I shall expect that any" recommendations you 
make for additional personnel in the future wiU be based upon a 
substantially Increased work load. 

The Uniform Crime Reporting Program carries with it 
unusual responsibilities since we are properly subject to criticism for 
any inadequacies or inaccuracies in a field in which we alone operate 
on a national scale. While certain improvements were noted by the 
Inspector! this operation must not become routine and forethought, 
translated into judicious activity, is necessary on our part to ever 
Increase the quality of the Uniform Crime Report. 

The Inspector was complimentary regarding your liaison 
functions and contacts. These are areas wherein we cannot rest on 
past performances but must be constantly developing new sources and 
allies who are is a position to assist us in carrying out the Bureau's 
responsibilities. 

I note that the number of speeches given by Crime Records 
Division personnel during 1960 again exceeded the number given In the 
previous year. I am sure that you are aware of the value of a well- 
planned speech program and will continue to afford the speeches given 
by selected personnel constant evaluation to insure that they are kept 
at the highest possible standards*

In the interest 1 of insuring a steady flow of mail within 
your Division and to the Assistant to the Director's Office, you should 
comply with the Inspector's instructions regarding time-stamping mail 
in your office. This practice has proved to be an efficient one In other 
Divisions at Seat of Government. 

It is realised the high volume of sensitive correspondence 
handled by Crime Records Division subjects employees to more than the 
average number of letters of censure, I note that during- the period 
April, 1960, through February, 1961, ninety-one letters of censure - 
were received in the Division. However, I also note that Airing -the 
same period personnel in Crime Records Division received one hundred 
sixty-three commendatory letters or awards. Nevertheless, the number 
of censures is too nigh and you must take appropriate measures to 
indoctrinate personnel to avoid errors. 

I was pleased to note that stenographic and typing 
production in your Division is slightly above the Seat of Government 
average and also to observe thai there has been no stenographic 
delinquency in the past &x months. There obviously is room for 
improvement, however, in this phase of the operations of your Division, 
as evidenced by the high percentage of retype* due to stenographic error 
and the numerous instances detected by the Inspector of lack of uniformity 
in the preparation of stenographers' and twists 1 dally reports. You must 
insist that your subordinate supervisory staff , both Agent and clerical, 
take prompt and continuing action to reduce stenographic errors to a 
minimum and to insist upon uniform daily recording of stenographic and 
typing work performed* 

Morale in your Division was rated very good by the 
Inspector, This represents a desirable situation and one that you and 
your entire staff must strive to maintain or better inasmuch as this is 
always an integral factor in production and efficiency. 

You should insure that voluntary overtime performed by 
Special Agents in your Division is equitably shared, irregular and 
necessary. 

Regarding Public Law 670 (False Advertising or Misuse 
of Karnes . . . FBI), I note that violations almost doubled in 1960 over 1959. 
These investigations must be closely supervised In your Division to insure 
that all violations are promptly and firmly resolved with no embarrassment 
to the Bureau wherever possible.

This matter was handled by; SA wimanwH^apletonj-^b*^sxalled in 
from his regular duties as Chief of the Tour Unit, to assist in handling the heavy volume 
of correspondence at that time. He advised that fromihe tone of the inquiry and since a 
file check failed to reflect any information to preclude us from complying with her 
request, he feit it appropriate to handle/the. matter as he did. Miss Brock,, a student at 
a responsible university, obviously alarmed about the threats to our way of life repre- 
sented by communism, specifically asked the Director's opinion of the best steps to 
combat communistic forces, and for any and all information in the nature of pamphlets or 
brochures we : might furnish, to be. distributed to each of the 1500 students at the college.

In my memorandum to you dated July 17, 1961, an explanation was 
furnished as to how an error occurred in the Statistical Report of FBI Field Offices 
dated June 20, 1961. The report showed Grade GS 15 for SAC J. E. Milnes of Seattle 
when in fact it should have shown Mm as being in Grade GS 16,. The memorandum 
recommended administrative/kgauist the clerical employees of Voucher-Statistical 
Section who were responsible for the error. Mr. Tolson noted, "What about the 
agent supervisory personnel?" and the Director noted, "I am more interested in 
knowing how it originally got by Johnson, Callahan and Mohr. " Purpose of this 
memorandum is to answer these inquiries and recommend administrative action. 



I 



Enclosed memorandum of Section Chief J. S. ^Johnson sets out that he 
I well realizes the necessity for absolute accuracy and that he personally examines 
such reports to insure they are error free. However, he did not note that SAC Milnes 
j was shown to be in Grade GS 15 when, in fact, he was in Grade GS 16. SA Johnson 
I states he is truly sorry that the error occurred in the first instance and deeply 
■ I embarrassed that he failed to detect it. He gives assurance that in the future he will 
to the best of his ability take all steps necessary to insure complete accuracy in 
reports from this section. * 

The report in question as well as numerous other reports prepared 
by the Voucher -Statistical Section are sent to my office for approval before sending 
them to the Director. I endeavor to check these reports as closely as possible for 
| complete accuracy and I am extremely sorry that this error was not detected by me 
and that it was necessary for the Director to discover it. I have taken up the matter 
of complete accuracy with SA Johnson individually and repeatedly at conferences I 
have with the agent and clerical supervisors in the division. All of us in the 
Administrative Division who had any connection whatever with this error are resolved, 
to leave no stone unturned to make sure that there are no errors in future reports 
submitted to the Director.

5. Kemper agreed with Mr. Foster, based on the feeling that if the 
matter were brought up at such a function it could not be fully explored and we 
would then lose the advantage of being able to completely refute Crosby's column 
and to ascertain what measures would be taken. It was further agreed, however, 
that if the matter was broached by any of the officials that the matter be answered 
then and there. 

6. Foster was further advised that should there be any change in this ' 
matter he would be advised. 

7. Kemper immediately contacted me (DeLoach) and appraised me of 
Foster's call and full details of the discussion between Kemper and Foster. I 
agreed that the visit to the New York Office was not the time or place to make a 
frontal attack on the officials of the "New York Herald Tribune. " 

8. Kemper, after conferring with me, did not prepare a confix 
memorandum in that he felt at the time the matter was resolved. Kemper was wrong 
in this regard and is extremely sorry that he did not prepare a confirming 
memorandum for you and Mr. Tolson and the Director. 

1 accept full responsibility in this matter. I agreed with Kemper and 
Foster because of the fact that it was a long-standing invitation and I felt that it would be 
better to talk about the matter in their "back yard, " rather than in ours. I felt it would be 
better if Foster went over to them and discussed the matter. I, of course, know two top 
men (Thayer and Denson) and the last time I was in New York Foster and I took them and 
their wives to a dinner. Considering all the factors, it was my judgment that the suggestioj 
made by Foster were correct. 

I . further realize that I talked with Mr. Tolson on two occasions concerning 
the Crosby matter after 'I » had knowledge of the call from Foster. I deeply regret that I 
did not mention this to Mr. Tolson. 

RECOMMENDATION: 

That I and Kemper be censured for our handling of this matter and our fail- 
ure to advise Mr. Tolson and the Director of Foster's call, either orally or in writing.

• BACKGROUND; 

At 2:16 p.m., yesterday, Congressman McVey contacted the Director's 
Office and was desirous of talking to the Director. The Director's absence was ex- 
plained and lateryou called the Congressman back to see if you could be of assistance. 
You were advised that the call was strictly personal and that he did not desire to talk 
to anyone but the Director. The Congressman again called the Director at 11:24 a.m., 
today, and insisted o'n talking to the Director personally. When advised of his absence, 
the Congressman asked that the Director return his call or if necessary, he (McVey) 
would call back. The Congressman did not state his business. Set forth below is a 
brief resumed information regarding McVey appearing in Bufiles. In view of the 
limited time^ involved, and to expedite the matter, abstracts only were checked. 

BIOGRAPHICAL DATA: po \ ' 

i^LiJ^.ir^Mcy^ of Independence, Kansas, who represents the Third 

District of Kansas. He was born in Montgomery County, Kansas,.Jn,1922^nd is a 
graduate of the University of Kansas, holding a B. A. and LL.B. degree. He is a lawyer 
and was judge of the Court of Independence, Kansas, 1952-56; served four years in the 
Kansas State- Legislature; elected to 87th Congress, 11-8-60. 



INFORMATION IN BUFILES: 



Congressman McVey appears on the Special Correspondents 1 List. On 
5-3-61, Congressmen McVey, Robert A. Dole and Garner E. Shriver called at the 
Bureau and met the Director. The Director discussed with them the subject of 'commu- 
nism in the United States and relative matters. Following the meeting with the Director, 
they were afforded a 10 -minute tour of the FBI Laboratory; During the tour, Con- 
gressman McVey, who had used a small camera to take photographs of the Director^In 
his off ice, stated that a man with the indomitable courage of Mr. Hoover and having! the 
high respect he has in the hearts of the American people Is really a one-man army in 
the fight against communism. We had previously furnished McVey reprints on the "V" 




Jones to De Loach Memo 

Re: Congressman Walter L. : McVey 



By letter dated 9-16-61, McVey forwarded a copy of the "Congressional 
Record" for that.date containing a letter addressed to McVey from H. B. Sissel, 
Associate Secretary, Office of Church and Society, United Presbyterian Church,. 
Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, which criticized the comment by McVey that "commu- 
nists are (or may be),coming into the ministry" and.McVey's alleged distress. by 
the action of the Presbyterian Church in advocating the admission of Red China to 
the United Nations. Sissel.also criticized "Operation Abolition" and the Director s 
pamphlet, "Communist Target -Youth." Also contained in the "Record" was McVey s, 
answer to Sissel indicating he did not believe the clergy had.been infiltrated by actual 
communists to any appreciable degree but he was concerned about the large number 
of the clergy who are constantly out in the front line attacking antlcommunist organiza- 
tions and Congressional investigating committees. He defended "Operation Abolition 
and "Communist Target -Youth." The Director thanked McVey for the copy- ofM the 
"Record" by letter dated 9-25-61 and said he should be commended for his forthright 
comments regarding the dangers of communism.

Out- to his off ice that the film was, prepared by 
the House Committee on Un-American Activities and the .FBI had no connection with- 
it. His office subsequently advised that copiesd the publication had been obtained

While proceeding home from the office at. approximately 8:45 p. m. , 
4-11-62, going south on Washington Street, Alexandria, Virginia, and approaching 
the Junction of Washington and Wilkes Streets, I noticed a Negro man weaving back 
and forth in the middle of the road.

On my memorandum of 4-17-62, concerningthe handling of. this letter which 
was addressed to Mr. Smith at Columbia Broadcasting System (CBS) rather. than American 
Broadcasting Company (ABC), attached, Mr. Tolson inquired, , "What aboutthe responsibil- 
ity of the officials who initialed the letter?" 

This letter was initialed for this Section by, SA.RalphiW: Engelmeier; for the 
Division by SA Harold "P. Leinbaugh and you, Mr. DeLoach; by Mr. J. P. Mohr and by 
Mr. Tolson. 

The incoming news release identified Mr. Smith. as being with CBS. The 
note on the yellow pointed out that Mr. Smith was on the Special Correspondents' List and 
thatthe address was obtained from the 1962-63 edition of "Who's Who. " Unless the review- 
er had independent knowledge of Mr. .Smith's business affiliation, there would be no way for 
him to know, that Mr. Smith was not with CBS. Mr. Engelmeier. did not have such independ- 
ent knowledge and could not; in any/way determine that the address on the letter was other 
than correct. 

This letter was based on news release.that'Mr. Smith and Mr. Bob Considine, 
among others, had^enjgireh awards and since both were on the. Special Correspondents' 
List, letters of «eoftjg£§!ulations were written. Addresses were researched by Research 
Clerk, James J£2eKinney, on the. evening shift. He checkedthe Special Correspondents,' 
List (SCL). card'on Smith who was listed at a home address in Bethesda. A note on top of 
the card stated Bureau files did not reflect Smith's current address. Kinney then took what 
.he thought was the logical step checking "Who's Who" for -19 62 -63 to obtain business address 
for Smith. (This is a procedure frequently used to obtain correspondents' addresses. ) 
There Smith's business address, was reflected as Columbia Broadcasting System. Kinney 
furnished the dictator, Mr. Ronald Vern Adkins, this address for Smith. Adklns relied up- 
on the address 'furnished by the Research Clerk' which is in accordance with normal proce- 
dure. It is noted the news release did not give any address for Smith but listed place of 
employment as CBS. Bufiles contained only CBS and home address as of 196 1. Referenced 
memorandum pointed out responsibility^this matteraolely-Re^eal^ ft

The Assistant Director of the Administrative Division of the FBI shall receive all contributions and account for' 
same to the Director. Upon the death of any Special Agent who Is a member of said fund the appointed committee will consider 
the case and submits recommendation to the Director as to its conclusions. Appropriate Instructions will then be issued to 
.the Assistant Director of the Administrative Division, directing him to pay to the designated beneficiary the sum of $10/000. 
The liability of the fund shall not under any, circumstances exceed the amount of monies in the fund at the time any liability 
shall occur.

Division have been reviewed, and I have rated the various operations of 
your Division as follows: Physical Condition and Maintenance, Specific 
Division Operations, Administrative Operations, and Personnel Matters - 
Very Good; Contacts - Excellent. 

It was observed that the acquisition of additional space 
during the past year has alleviated the previous crowded condition of the 
Division and improved its over-all appearance. You had already made 
requests for correction of most of the housekeeping deficiencies found, 
and you should insure that these and other delinquencies called to your 
attention are corrected as soon as possible. 

The volume of correspondence handled and the number of 
persons who tour our facilities continue to grow as they have for many 
years. These matters, handled by the Correspondence and Tours Section, 
are extremely important because of the great number of persons on whom 
we have an opportunity to make a favorable Impression. You should 
continue to give these operations your close supervision. 

The Inspector has recommended certain changes in the 
rocedures for handling correspondence, and you will be advised in the 
the recommendations are adopted.

The work load of the Uniform Crime Reporting Section ha* 
also grown substantially and is at an all-time nigh* You must insure that 
efforts are continued to further improve the quality of our crime statistics 
In order thai they will be made more useful. In view of the present volume 
of work In this field, any proposed new programs must be carefully evaluated 
to determine whether their value justifies the investment of additional 
manpower. 

The activities of the Crime Research Section in the preparation 
of articles, speeches and other material have been effective in acquainting me 
public with the Bureau's work and accomplishments. Insure that the employees 
in this Section remain alert tor novel and interesting presentations for use in 
all news media. 

The production of stenographers and typists in your Division 
dees not compare favorably with that of other Divisions at the Seat of Government, 
mile this is partially attributable to the inexperience of many of your employees, 
every effort-must be made to improve their performance. 

As you know, the Bureau' s budget limitations make it 
imperative that we operate with the minimum number of employees consistent 
with efficiency and the necessity tor discharging our responsibilities. In this 
connection, I was pleased to note that you have recently reduced the number of 
employees in your Division, and you should endeavor to further streamline 
operations and increase efficiency with a view to reducing your complement 
of personnel through attrition. 

In the period since the last inspection, employees in your 
Division have received an average of more than seven letters of censure per 
month. This Is an improvement over the period covered by the previous 
inspection, but it shows that there is room tor further improvement. It is 
encouraging to see that your personnel have received 218 letters of 
commendation and 24 incentive awards in the past IS months, and that the 
Inspection Staff found morale in the Crime Records Division to be very, good. 

The rating of "excellent" given to your contact work indicates 
commendable performance by you and your subordinates, including the 
speeches handled by the Division and its supervision of contact programs in 
the field. In this important phase of our work we cannot rest on our laurels. 
You must make certain that your Division and each Special Agent in Charge 
takes an aggressive approach to the development of valuable contacts and the 
improvement of our public relations.

By, letter dated 8-7-62, SAC, New York, advised the Bureau concerning .the 
most complimentary reception by officials of the National Broadcasting Company (NBC) 
and the Monitor program in connection with, the Bureau's cooperation and assistance in 
this feature radio series. It was pointed out that the NBC officials considered the FBI 
portions produced on the Monitor program to be highly enlightening and most entertaining 
to the national radio audience, and they pointed out that one of the great high lights. of the 
program was the Director's talk on communism for which they have received numerous 
requests for a transcript of this talk. 

The officials of the NBC have particularhr.cited the direction and guidance 
afforded to the program by Assistant Director C. : D/PbeLoach, who also narrated 
several^f^he scripts; the splendid cooperation, enthusiasm and ability of Special Agents 
JohnJS4^R^dand<IohniC.; j£*Morrisj and the excellent presentation on the part of 
SAC Frank Jt^price of the SanVrancisco Office in connection withthe program which 
originated mthe^San Francisco area. The Director said, "Write appropriate letters to 
Bureau personnel who participated. " 

The Bureau's cooperation with NBC in this current Monitor series began in 
March of this year. The series consists of weekend presentations of FBI material over 
the NBC nationwide broadcast system, with each week one segment concerning a fugitive 
wanted by the FBI and one segment concerning a particular phase of Bureau operations. 
In regard^© fugitives, "Ten Most Wanted Fugitives" have. been featured. During, the 
course of Jhis program, countless pieces of information concerning these publicized 
fugitives, have .been furnished to the FBI by citizens across the country. In the informa- 
tivefportiopjof our Monitor series. captioned "Know Your. FBI," topics. have included the 
Identification Division, the Disaster Squad, the National Academy, Bureau jurisdiction

the recordings for the approval of Bureau officials and in this connection presented the 
recordings for Mr. Tolson's personal observations and suggestions, subsequently 
arranging, for any desired or necessary amendments. 

As cited by the NBC, you (Mr. DeLoach) initiated this series, evolved the 
format and procedures and afforded the continuing direction and guidance to this program 
In addition, you served as the Bureau representative narrating a considerable number of 
the informative scripts in the "Know Your FBI" segment of this Monitor program series. 

SA John C. F. Morris of the Crime Research Section served as the Bureau 
narrator on four of the informative recording segments of the series and conducted some 
liaison with Russ Ward, local representative of Monitor program. In addition,, SA Morris 
personally supervised the recording of several of the programs made here at Seat of 
Government. 

In the first programs of this series made out in the field, SAC Frank L. 
Price of the San Francisco Office was the Bureau narrator on two scripts entitled"Crime 
on the High Seas" and "Deserter—Fugitive Investigations. " He gave a very professional 
performance in this capacity and these two programs were most highly commended by 
NBC and received widespread public response. » 

In the second program made in the field, SAC HarvS^Tfoster of the New York 
Office made an excellent Bureau representative in narrating the 'administration and opera- 
tions, of a Bureau field off ice, and numerous favorable remarks were made concerning 
his performance by the Monitor program people. i . 

In addition to the above individuals, Assistant Director Nichola^JMJaTlahan 
of the Administrative Division narrated one of the scripts^ntitledi"Qualiffcations of 
Special Agents." SAC Henry L^Jloan and SA GeorjroZeiss at Quantico narrated one of 
the scripts cojicenfilhg the FBI Academy and the Bureau firearms training, program. SA 
WillianiH^tapleton narrated a script on FBI tours. It is to be noted that SAC Frank L. 
Price,. San Francisco Office, has been commended by the Director in abetter dated 
7-16-62 for his-participation in the above-mentioned script. It is also pointed out that 
SAC Harvey, G. Foster, New York Office, was, commended by the Director in a letter 
dated 8-8-62 for his participation in the Monitor script mentioned above regarding the 
New York Office. 

At first, the Monitor series was set up for several nionths. Due to the 
outstanding response, .it has been extended indefinitely. Similarly, the enthusiasm 
generated by the program led the NBC officials to obtain our permission to record pro- 
gram segments.in the field offices and we are in that phase of the series at the present 
time. The outstanding success of this endeavor is due in large measure to the efforts 
and ardent spirit of the Bureau personnel participating in this program.

Since they were not 
located within 24nhours and were believed to have been kidnaped, a full field kidnaping 
investigation was initiated by the Bureau on August 20, 1962, with all available agent 
personnel from the Richmond Office and 65 agents from the Washington Field Office 
ordered. to the scene under the direction of ASAC Harry J. Morgan, Richmond Office. 
Although. thorough and wide- spread searches had allegedly been done of entire area by 
large numbers of local police, military personnel, neighbors and apartment managers, 
our agents'at specific-instruction of Assistant Director Rosen organized and instituted 
a systematic re -search beginning with all vacant apartments in the large Van.Dorn and 
Brookville apartment developments. This approach resulted in locating the girls on 
August 21, -1962, locked in the bathroom of a vacant apartment in a building wKhin 50 
yards of their homes. 

The successful results achieved in this case brought forth nationwide and 
unusually-high praise from press, radio, television and citizenry and certainly added to 
the Bureau's prestige, thus the. responsible personnel are deserving of special recogni- 
tion.

ASACWinferrowd told Freudenheim in connection with the Levine inquiry that 
the New York Office had "no comment" and suggested that he contact FBI Headquarters 
In Washington, D. C. Freudenheim did not contact FBI Headquarters^ He apparently 
went on and wrote his story Intentionally smearing the Director and the FBI without 
making any further checks as had been suggested. 

None of the letters In question have gone out. They have all been 
retrieved. Nevertheless the statement that Freudenheim made no contact with the FBI 
Is In error Inasmuch as he did contact the New York Office and talkfd, with 
ASAC Winterrowd. ^ . J 

' I am at fault In this matter as Is Ins pector Wick. ASAC Winterrowd, 
although he has not yet dictated a memorandum for the file, does have a note on his 
desk indicating that Freudenheim called him and Winterrowd, in turn, called the 
Crime Records Division and talked with Inspector Wick reporting Freudenhelm's call. 
Due to the tremendous volume of calls received all day Thursday, 10-18-62, Mr. Wick 
did not have sufficient time to dictate on ASAC Winterrowd 1 s call concerning 
Freudenheim .which was received Thursday night. In reviewing the correspondence 
In question, Mr. Wick had forgotten about the Freudenheim call. I also was at fault 
because (1) the operations of this Division are my responsibility and (2) before 
dictating the letters for Mr. Tolson's signature, I should have v personally checked with 
the New York Off Ice with respect as to whether a call had actually been received from 
Freudenhelm-or not. The letters In question are believed to be absolutely accurate 
after omitting the above quoted statement pertaining to Freudenheim making contact with 
theFBI.

specifically for penalty applicable to me for any violation of Executive Order 10501, 
the basic authority for safeguarding such information, as follows: "Any officer or 
employee who violates any provision of Executive Order No. 10501, as amended, 

or of these regulations shall be subject to appropriate disciplinary action. Prompt 
and stringent administrative action shall be taken against any officer or employees 
determined to have been knowingly responsible for any release or disclosure of 
classified defense information or material except in the manner authorized by these 
regulations.. Whenever a violation of criminal statutes may be involved in a delib< 
erate unauthorized release or disclosure of classified defense information, criminal 
prosecution, in an appropriate case, shall also be instituted/ 

I further certify that the conditions specified herein are agreeable to me, and that I con- 
tinue as an employee of the Federal Bureau of Investigation with a full knowledge of the con< 
ditions above set forth.

With the coming of the new year, I thought you would be Interested to know of 
the outstanding success which the two NBC "Monitor" week-end radio series have had for 
the past nine months. These two series, "Know Your FBI" and "National Alert" grew out ^ 
of two "spot" programs In about March, 1962. As a result of the excellent reaction from 
the vast listening audience of NBC, which Is estimated at 10 to 14 million on week ends, ^ 
NBC officials requested a series of programs, originally for 13 weeks, but later extended J 
to the end of the year, which would concern Information about the FBI's jurisdiction, Its , 
history, etc. These would be narrated by a Bureau official and would be the "Know Your >£, 
FBI" segment. In addition, NBC desired to carry a separate series each week end which ^ 
would publicize the background and descriptive Information on members of the "Ten Most s 
Wanted Fugitives" and other badly wanted fugitives. This would be the "National Alert" g 
series and would be narrated by a professional announcer at NBC. NBC's request was -» 
approved and these two series officially began to be broadcast under close Bureau *

Since these original two programs, a total of almost 40 "Know Your FBI" g 
script* Luve been prepared In addition to 43 "National Alert" scripts on "Top Ten" or otheg 
highly serous fugitives.

Mr. Luce is not on the Special Correspondents' -List, he is an important personage 
and his letter should have been handled by a Special Agent.

A total of 14 'FBI agents have been killed by criminals. The last 
J agent to be slain was Richard Horan, who was killed in a gun battle ' 
with an accused murderer at Suf field, Conn,, April 18, 1957. 

Numerous other agents, have narrowly" escaped death while performing 
their duties to protect Americans from the criminal and subversive. 
Examples: 

* A Little Rock agent was attacked from behind as he walked along 
a lonely road en route .to work. Beaten- with brass knuckles, he 
suffered numerous facial wounds and the loss of several teeth. 

* A Chicago agent was Jumped by two men as he entered an apartment 
building to conduct an investigation. He Was brutally beaten and 
robbed. 

* Philadelphia agents entered , a small apartment to capture a 
fugitive' who a few days . earlier had shot and wounded a policeman in 
another state. The criminal lunged for a gun. An agent grabbed him 
and the two fell to the floor of the darkened room. The -fugitive 
managed to fire two shots as he and the ^agent struggled. The first 
shot struck the agent in. his right thigh; the second pierced the 
criminals own. head,, causing Instant death. 

* A Portland agent who tried to stop -a bank" holdup was mowed down, 
by machine-gun bullets fired by the escaping- robber. He Was wounded 
in the right hand and arm and both. sides. Miraculously, .he was not 
killed.

The Department of Arizona, The American Legion, had a large booth in 
Convention Hall lobby containing numerous reprints by the Director on the subject of 

I communism. This booth was prominently visited by numerous Legionnaires. The large 
sign Over the booth read "Fight Communism with FBI and Government Agencies 
Documented Proof. " We received numerous pledges of cooperation from various 
Legionnaires who attended meetings of the Americanism' Commission. 

NEW NATIONAL COMMANDER: 

The Director has already approved a recommendation that Daniel F. 
Foley of Wabasha, Minnesota, the. new National Commander, be the speaker at the 
graduation exercises of the FBI National Academy on 11-6-63. Foley had only slight 
opposition at the Convention. He is cooperative, friendly to the FBI and will be a good 
speaker. He is 42 years of age and received his LL.B. degree from Fordham, University. 
He has law offices in Wabasha and Rochester, Minnesota, and has engaged in numerous 
civic activities over the years. He has a brother, Eugene Foley, who is currently the 
. Administrator of the Small Business Administration. 

MISCELLANEOUS: 

While in Miami I visited editors of "The Miami Herald" and the "Miami 
Daily News. " Bill Baggs, Editor of the "Miami Daily News, " is currently laid up with 
minor surgery. The Director's regards were, of course, extended. Opportunity was 
also afforded to visit a number of commentators and columnists such as Alan Courtney.

The close-out meeting concerning captioned postaudit was held with the 
three Civil Service Commission (CSC) inspectors involved in Mr. Mohr's Office on 
11-6-63, and the purpose, of this memorandum is to outline the, results of the postaudit 
ajs reported by them at the 1 meeting. The auditors were Charles A. Maher, chief of 
the audit who did not actively participate; Mrs. Frances W. Johnson> senior of the 
tayo-man participating team; and Charles H. Van Tassell. The audit involved interviews 
Vlth 16 Assistant Directors, or Section Chiefs in order to get their over-all views on* 
participation in, etc. the Bureau's position classification program and a'study of a 
MmpUng of 93 position descriptions in the Position ClassificationtOfflce (PCO) and. 
consultation thereon with PCO representatives. This position description review «in 
"PCO was in lieu of heretofore usual on-site desk audits. 
\, 

t The review of the audit presented by Mrs. Johnson was. most complimentary 
the Bureau and she said it was a pleasure working with Bureau personnerand for 
em to inspect an organization where everything was so uniformly businesslike ,and 
%ficient. They were most appreciative of the help and, assistance rendered,, and the 
following summarizes her comments on what they "looked into. .Based on 'the interviews 
Mth officials, praise was high on how well informed management is on position classifi- 
cation matters and extent to which position descriptions are utilized for effective 
management. They were very much impressed with the officials. (As an aside it should 
\& noted that in connection with briefing the officials, they were very interested, 
^cooperative, and determined to carry off the interview to the Bureau's advantage which 
^they did (enclosure lists the officials.)) 

S Of the 93 positions sampled, the auditors had; questions on 52 on 40 of 

1 "hich they desired to know basis for GS grade. This dictated our assigning the Individual 
Questions to PCO Classifiers to work up, the Bureau's position and present same to the 
I Impropriate auditor. All questions as to grade level were satisfactorily resolved with 
l\e auditors. Mrs. Johnson said it was obvious the Classifiers had sound knowledge of 
CSC position classification standards, knew how to apply them, were intimately familiar 
with the positions involved and their scope and relationship to the organization 
involved, and had a positive approach. She said the quality of the presentations and

improssions convoyed by, the Classifiers allowed the auditors to rely heavily on the 
Classifiers in areas where, judgmentalfactors were significant to the extent that on-site 
desk audits were obviated. She said the Classifiers do "a real professional job. " The 
written CSC report will show some changes such as in title and series but none 
objectionable to the Bureau. Mrs. Johnson pointed out the changes do not necessarily

I talked briefly with the Agent on duty in'Mr. Evans'' office and then 
proceeded to the hospital with Agent Morgan's sister. SA Jesse Hall of the Alexandria 
Resident Agency metme at the hospital. We'talked'briefly with the^three* examining 
physicians on duty and also with the nurse that had seen the body. They explained 
that Mr. Morgan, apparently died from smoke inhalation and.had been dead upon arrival. 
Agent Hall and I viewed the, body and there appeared to be no -marks or indications 
of violence. The chief examining physician confirmed this fact. Agent Hall and I 
procured Morgans credentials and badge and ^instructed Agent Hall to forward these 
to the Bureau along with his official investigative report and any other Government 
property. y 

Agent Hall and I went to the home, 408 Midday Lane, Alexandria, 
Virginia. The home was completely gutted on the inside with the exception of the 
bedroom area. The fire marshall, in reconstructing the scene, advised me that 
apparently Agent Morgan had taken some meat, put of the", refrigerator, started preheating 
the oven, had placed a number of records upon his stereophonic machine, and had 
then gone into the bedroom to lie down. Hissioes were at the side of the bed (the body 
had no shoes on it when found). In continuing to reconstruct the scene, the fire;marshall 
stated that Morgan apparently had awakened and had immediately smelled smoke. 
He obviously attempted to. findithe- origin of the blaze and apparently the first thought 
was to go upstairs to a small room opposite the recreation room and procure important 
personal papers. A very valuable hand gun was also found in this room. Morgan 
apparently took a couple of steps within this room and was immediately overcome . 
by the smoke that had, been bellowing up from the kitchen, through the attic and into the 
room in question. His body was found in this room shortly thereafter.

A next door neighbor whose.name is ] | (phonetic) was the first *>6 

to see the blaze. He called the fire department. Neighbors were extremely critical 
over the fact that the fire department took approximately fifteen minutes to arrive 
at the, scene and thereafter waited 25-30 minutes before entering the house.- The fire 
department, explains that they did not know any one was in the house and the fire had 
to be located prior to endangering. the men who went in there. Two firemen later 
found Morgan's body upon entering the house. They took him outside on a stretcher 
and then attempted mouth-to-mouth respiration. This failing, they put him in an 
ambulance and gave him oxygen on the way to the hospital. As stated above, he was b6 
dead upon arrival. 



Mr. Morgan's elderly mother has been taken care of. She is a very 
kind and gentle person in advance^ years. She has no income other than her small

Funeral services will be held Wednesday morning, January 15,, 1964, 
from the Second Presbyterian Church, 605 Prince 'Street, Alexandria, Virginia. Burial 
will be at Mount Comfort Cemetery, Kings Highway, Alexandria, Virginia. No 
specific time has been set for the funeral services in* view of the chosen»minister's 
absence from the city.

SA Morgan was a dedicated, loyal Agent. I know of few Agents who 
have the best interest of the Bureau at heart as much as this man did.

In connection with the assignment of the special squad to Atlantic City, 
New Jersey, 8/22-28/64 at the direction of the President, I wish to report the successful 
completion of this assignment. By means of informant coverage, by use of various' 
confidential techniques, by infiltration of key groups through use of undercover agents, j 
and through utilization of agents using appropriate cover as reporters, we»were able to- I 
keep the White House fully apprised of all major developments during the Convention's J\ 
course. fx

For'exampleji through, informant coverage and by controlling the 
situation, we were able to prevent a potentially explosive stall-in and sit-in demon- 
str at ion, planned by ACT , 'and Dick Gregory. By counseling Messrs. Jenkins, Carter 
and Movers,; we convinced them that* they must make major changes in controlling 
admissions into.the Convention Hall and thereby preclude infiltration of the- illegal 
Mississippi Freedom Democratic Party (MFDP) delegates in large numbers into the \ 
space«reserved for the regular Mississippi delegates. Through our counterintelligence^ 
.' efforts, Jenkins, et al., were able to advise the President in advance regarding major fa 
'.'piansjof the MFDP delegates. The White House considered this of prime importance.

Through our highly confidential coverage of Martin Luther King and 
Bayard Rustin, together with similar coverage we established on the headquarters of 
CORE-SNCC, we were in a position to advise the White House in [advance of all plans 
made by these two sources in an effort to disrupt the o rderly_p rjagrjessu>f.the-GQnvention.

challenge and .with enthusiasm. The Agents were , constantly alert to exploit 
opportunities for penetration of key dissident groups in Atlantic City and to suggest 
counter measures for any plans to disrupt the Convention. 

Our informant coverage worked particularly well. With Bureau approval, 
I instituted coverage similar to that on King and Rustin on CORE-SNCC headquarters at 
their Atlantic Avenue meeting hall. Our Negro Undercover agents successfully, 
penetrated the headquarters, of the MFPD delegation at the Gem Motel and the head- 
quarters for their strategy meetings, which was located in the basement of the Union 
Baptist Temple Church. 

Additionally, we utilized a high ly- successful cover through cooperation 
of the National Broadcasting Company (NBC). I I 
for NBC and a long-time, well-established contact of my office, furnished us NBC 
credentials. I selected several of the members of the squad to utilize this cover. bg 
As an example, one of our "reporters" was able to gain the confidence of Aaron b7c 
Henry. I \ Dick Gregory and Jesse Gray, the notorious 

Harlem riot leader. Our "reporter" was so successful, in fact, that Henry was giving 
him "off the record information" for background, purposes, which he requested our 
"reporter" not to print. 

One of our Negro undercover agents successfully established contact 
with Dick Gregory Saturday night, August 22nd^ and maintained this relationship 
throughout the course of the entire Convention. By midweek, he had become one of 
Gregory's i "I This, of course, proved to be a highly valuable source of b7D 

intelligence since Gregory was constantly trying to incite: racial groups to violence. 

DISSEMINATION OF INFORMATION: 

During our Convention coverage^ we disseminated 44 pages of 
i intelligence data to Walter Jenkins. Attached for your information is a copy of these 
I daily summaries. Additionally, I kept Jenkins and Moyers constantly advised by 
telephone of minute by minute, developments. This enabled them to make spot decisions 
and to adjust Convention plans to meet potential problems before serious trouble 
^developed. 

In connection with* communications, as you know, we arranged, for a 
leased line between the Bureau and our control post in Atlantic City. We also 
established a private line for exclusive use by our informants. ,ij Appropriate code names 
were arranged and informants dispatched from other cities and Newark informants used 
this phone to submit'their oral reports. This post was, of course, manned on a 
24-hour basis.

During the period when the Convention was. actually in progress, we 
established a secondary command post at the Convention Hall Rotunda operated by an 
Agent using his "reporter" cover. As you know, the boardwalk was the center of 
agitation by dissident elements. Throughout the course of the Convention, >pickets 
were active in the area immediately in front of the Convention Hall entrance. We 
necessarily kept these people under, close observation. 

PRELIMINARY PREPARATION: 

Prior to the squad's departure for Atlantic City, we secured all 
available pertinent background information on the dissident groups and their leaders 
who were expected to be present. In addition, we took blind memoranda with us which 
were.prepared and approved, prior to our departure. This proved most helpful. On 
Wednes day morning, Mr. Jenkins urgently requested background information on I 1 
I i COFO leader who had emerged as the leader of the militant group within the 
MFDP delegation. The White House also requested a blind memorandum on b6 
Dr. Aaron Henry, Chairman of this group. Within 15 minutes of the request, the b7c 
desired blind. memoranda, were furnished to Jenkins. He was highly pleased and said 
this was of vital importance to their operation. (Henry as you will recall has an arrest ; 
record.for perversion. ), 

We also prepared'thumbnail sketches on all key dissident groups expected, 
at the Convention and. we maintained separate files on the activities of King, Communist 
Party groups, area hoodlums, informants, the MFDP and other groups. This was 
done in order that we could maintain separate running accounts on each major disruptive 
organization which was present. 

LIAISON: 

On arrival in Atlantic City we immediately established necessary liaison 
with the Secret Service, Atlantic City Police Department, New Jersey State Highway 
Patrol and vith the men directing Convention activities. We also established contacts 
with Allegheny Airlines to arrange for courier service between the Seat of Government 
and our headquarters in Atlantic City. 

DAILY COUNTER MEASURES BY SPECIAL SQUAD: 

As an example of. the type of- problems encountered by this special 
squad in Atlantic City; following is a brief resume of some of the situations vii ich 
developed during the Convention: 1 
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DeLoach to Mohr

Monday, August 24; 1964 

On Sunday morning, August 23, 1964, we located a truck on Pacific 
Avenue carrying a burned-out car, a ; huge burlap -wrapped cross and a large church 
bell. Rumors swept Atlantic City that the car was actually the one used by Schwerner, 
Goodman and Chaney. Shortly after its appearance this truck was placed on a.parking, 
lot close by.'Convention Hall'. We quickly established the fraudulencyof these rumors 
and through police contacts we thwarted the racial group f s plans to parade this burned, 
car through Atlantic City streets. 

On Monday,, we ►furnishedJMr. Jenkins details regarding the plans of' 
CORE, the American Nazi Party, the Student Non-violent Coordinating Committee and 
initial plans of the MFDP. , 



Appropriate officials were notified of the intention of the Negro racial 
groups to establish a silent vigil on the boardwalk at the main entrance to Convention 
Hall. This vigil was to be maintained until a report was issued by the Credentials 
Committee regarding the seating of the MFDP delegates. 

Tuesday, August 25,, 1964 

Jenkins was advised that Martin Luther King had prevailed upon Bayard 
Rustin to come to Atlantic City that day. We alerted White House representatives 
regarding compromise proposals for seating of the MFDPand furnished them information 
regarding plans of the Progressive Labor Movement groups, ACT, and other di ssident 
organizations. Martin Luther King l I 
I \ i . Our sources reported that SNCC and CORE were b6 

attempting to secure tickets to gain entrance to Convention Hall. Through a highly b7c 
confidential source, it was learned that CORE and SNCC had;been advised that the 
President was^bringing pressure to bear on the delegates of 15 states to preclude their 
support of a move to bring the Mississippi delegates issue to the floor of the Convention. 

Wednesday^ August 26, 1964- 

'We sub mitted ^reports r eflecting that the militant members of ,MFDP 
under the leadership of I I were revolting against the leadership of Martin 

Luther King and Aaron'Henry. We advised Jenkins that the MFDP delegates had flatly 
rejected the compromise proposal to seat the MFDP delegation. We reported that

Dick Gregory,, through ACT, was attempting to promote a stall-in to block access to 
Convention Hall. . One of our key informants was instructed by Gregory to plan' this.' 
demonstration and through our control of him we were able to completely thwart 
Gregory. We also alerted the .White House in advance regarding the telegram prepared 
by. ACT demanding amnesty for Harlem rioters and for Federal registrars to police 
Negro voting in the South. 

•In consultation with Convention planners, we pointed out serious gaps 
I in controlling admission to Convention Hall which had permitted entrance of dissident 
| elements on the Convention floor. Jenkins immediately placed these recommendations 
I into effect. 

Thursday, August 27; 1964 

We determined MartimLuther King and his staff were departing from K 
Atlantic City early Thursday morning, and appropriate officials were advised of this. 
We also reported efforts of CORE-SNCC leaders to secure uniforms of the Young 
Citizens for Johnson groups and to utilize them for gaining entrance into Convention 
Hall. We were able to report that the. number of participants of the silent vigil would 
dwindle rapidly. Although the demonstrations quieted down Thursday night, we were 
heavily involved in checking out the reports that a4four-man group of Puerto Rican 
terrorists from New York were in Atlantic City in an attempt to assassinate the 
President.
